Every now and then, human episode* raise 
hope* that the people of the Soviet Enion will 
someday become their own masters and ven 
tare to express openly again (he belief in God 
which thex never have really lost 
A remarkable piece of evidence has just 
been revealed bv a 42-year-old woman who has 
defected from Russia She i* a gifted writer,

we were tuaght 
Also, religion has done a lot to change me 
I was brought up in a fatnilv where there was 
never any tall about (iud Rut v hen I became 
a grown-up person I found it was impossible to 
exist without God in one s heart

that conclusion myself without anvbodv's help 
or preaching But that wa* a great change be 
cause since that moment tile main dogmas of 
communism lost their significance for me
